FOREIGN CONTRACTS, 


WATER-WORKS.—Brazil.—The plan and 
estimate prepared by Dom José Mattoso Sam- 
paio Corréa, Civil Engr., for improving the 
water supply of Rio de Janeiro has been ap- 
proved. The cost of the present scheme is 
estimated at 30,000,000 milreis ($16,380,000). 

BUILDING.—Uruguay.—The Government 
has been authorized to spend 300,000 pesos 
($310,000) on the construction of a building 
for the Faculty of Mathematics. 

ELECTRIC POWER DEVBELOPMENT.— 
Uruguay.—Authority has been granted to 
John Smith, of Montevideo, Uruguay, to study 
the best means of utilizing ‘‘El Salto’’ water- 
falls on the River Uruguay, with a view to 
obtaining the maximum amount of electric 
power, and distributing it throughout various 
portions of the Republic. 

RAILWAY.—Roumania.—Preliminary  sur- 
veys will be made for a new railway from 
Bucharest to Fierbintzi, and probably will be 
extended to Urziceni. The total length will 
be about 40 miles. Cost will be about 8,000,- 
000 francs (about $1,600,000). 

RAILWAY.—Netherlands. — The “Nieuwe 
Rotterdamsche Courant’’ announces that the 
proposed electrification of the Groningen 
tramway system has been approved by the 
Communal Council; also that the ‘‘Neder- 
landsche Tramwegmaatschappij’’ has applied 
to the Communal Council of Leeuwarden for 
a loan of 40,000 florins (about $16,000) for 
the construction and working of a steam 
tramway &.5 kilom. long, from Leeuwarden 
to Suameer by Hardegarijp and Hardegarijp- 
terhoek.
